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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/22/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the magnetic head in figure 1 of Hirano 
x 857 is different from the magnetic head in figure 7 of Hirano "857, the test for 
obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily 
incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed 
invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the 
test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of 
ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

In this case, the embodiment of figure 7 discloses, as prior art, that a DLC layer 
can be used as the lower insulative layer [20], as stated in column 1, lines 23-26. 
Furthermore, as displayed in figure 1 , as insulative layer [52], can, in fact, be made of 
DLC. It is clearly suggested by the prior art, and this would have clearly displayed 
based on the combination of the insulative layer of figure 7, item 20, to replace the 
insulative layer of figure 1, item 52. This combination is clear and would have been 
suggested by the combination, therefore, this rejection of claim 1 stands. 

Regarding the argument that Figure 6 of Hirano '021 does not disclose a thin film 
magnetic head, the combination of this rejection is not based on the thin film magnetic 
head of Hirano '021 , but is based on the lower protective layer is made of a multilayered 
film, as disclosed in figure 6. This lower protective multilayered film (figure 6, items 51- 
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54) can replace the insulative film (item 52) in figure 1 of Hirano '857. Hirano '857 
discloses the lower shield layer, the lower gap layer, the MR element, the upper gap 
layer, the upper shield layer and the protective layer, and all in this order. He does not 
disclose the DLC with an insulative layer below the lower shield layer, but only discloses 
a single DLC layer. By replacing this single DLC layer with the multilayered DLC layer 
of Hirano'021, the order that would be suggested by this combination reads on newly 
amended claim 1 . Therefore, rejection of claim 1 stands.
